f len week the foreign ministers of

There are naval forces which would 
come under various allied commands in 
case of war and there are also several 
thousand tactical nuclear weapons which, 
though stockpiled in Europe, are held 
under ‘an exclusively American chain of 
command. Beyond all this, but wholly 
outside of the NATO organization and 
indeed of the NATO treaty, there is the 
enormously powerful American Stra- 
tegic Air Force, 


Under Attack 


The Jarge and expensive military 
organization, which does not include the 
United States strategic nuclear forces, is 
now under wide attack as being obsolete 
and superfluous. General Eisenhower 
who was supreme commander in Europe 
when the NATO organization was 
assémbled- and constructed, has now 
come to the conclusion that the United 
States troop contingent, which consists of 
five divisions, can be reduced safely to 


one army corps of two divisions plus a . 


reconnaissance regiment. This is a 
striking confirmation of the general 
belief that the threat of a Soviet invasion 
of Western Europe, which existed in the 
fifties, has diminshed greatly, and that 
the Soviets do not contemplate the 
invasion of: Western Europe either 
because they don’t want to or because 
the United States nuclear force deters 
them, or for both reasons.

Without France the 
military forces in “West Germany are 
without an adequate hinterland from 
which to manoeuvre and into which to 
reatreat; without France the northern 
countries of NATO are physically cut off 
from the NATO countries of the Mediter- 
ranean. What its more, the main 
considerations which have prevailed with 
General Eisenhower and with General de 
Gaulle are quite well-known in other 
NATO countries. 


PRESIDENTIAL DILEMMA 


The real question, the true necessity, 
is not how to preserve the organization 
as such but how to preserve the alliance. 
The organization, it must be said I think, 
is no longer a genuine military invest- 
ment but an expensive and deteriorating 
ruin, It is like a mansion, once the pride 
of the neighborhood, from which the 
tenants have moved away, for which no 
new tenants can be found. There is no 
use cutting the grass and mending a few 
window panes if nobody will live in the 
mansion. 

The Western Alliance itself can and 
should be preserved and strengthened. 
That cannot be done by statesmen who 
do not conceive of the alliance without 
the eleaborate and complicated bureauc- 
racy which was built up~-in_ the 
organization. .They will have to learn 
that the organization, which was an after 
thought and not part of the original 
treaty, which was very useful in its day, 
is not meant for perpetuity.

Mr. Antonio Barrette, a former 
premier of Quebec, ‘spoke! in misleading 
generalities the other day in urging that 
French Canadians be accorded the same 


rights throughout Canada which they -

He said that French Canadians living 
outside Quebec are not treated. with the 
same justice and consideration given 
English Canadians in that province. But 
the situations cannot be realistically 
compared in this manner. There are 
1,000,000 Eng lish-speaking residents 
among Quebec's 5,700,000. It is a 
relatively concentrated group. Its use of 
English and even English schools serves 
a practical purpose because of this. 
French Canadians outside of Quebec are 
scattered, aside from the concentration 
in New Brunswick. It would be impracti- 
cal to attempt to give the French 
language equality with the English 
tongue in the other provinces. It would 
be unjustifiably costly to sanction French 
schools to serve isolated' families 
attempting to cling tenaciously to their 
French, rather than Canadian identity.

OTTAWA — Lester ‘Pearson 
finds himself this Yuletide in 
the enviable position of having 
an unprecedented number of 
tinselly packages-— in the

A—contidential-list prepared 
for the prime minister's office 
shows a grand total of 210 
government positions coming 
open within’ the next six 
months, all of them order-in- 
eouncil-appointments--— 
theoretically within the pre- 
serve of the cabinet but in 
fact, the personal prerogative 
of the prime minister. 

‘ A grand total of 175 of these 
are the kind of prestige-laden, 
part-time positions ideal for 
rewarding Liberals who. have 
delivered yotes and money to 
the party at election time. By 
coincidence all these three or 
ceed Rveyear ‘appointments to 
various government boards 
will run out between now and 
next June 30. Since some of 
them _are the last of the 
appointments made under the 
Diefenbaker regime, there 
will no doubt be a significant 
turnover of personnel. 

The openings include direc- 

- terships in such important 
bodies as the Bank of Canada, 
the Atlantic Development 
Board, the Economic Council 
of Canada :and lesser

Can Travel 


‘Beats’ of 100 Mile

Dear Dr. Carl — Reading your answer 
in the “Times” to a letter about River 
Otters I saw that you mentioned their dens 
are usually close to water, About two 
years ago I was startled by something 
doing a lop-sided walk along our driveway; 
it was an otter and it disappeared into the 


bush. ‘There is only a small stream near *~ 


where I live, a half mile from the 
Astrophysical Observatory. Our driveway 
runs parallel to the stream and is very 
close to the main road which is quite busy. 


I was excited and mentioned it to our 
neighbors who said they had seen four 
playing very happily in the snow on their 
front lawn a few days before. 


Do you think they may have travelled 
from Prospect or Beaver Lake, which 
would be a.mile or so to either from here, 
and if so would they travel from one lake 
to another? — R. D. 


I would say it is very probable the otters 
you have seen in your area have come from 
These 


either Prospect or Beaver Lake. 
animals are known to 
occur in or around these 
bodies of water but it—is 
unlike ly that they . are 
permanent residents. They 
seem to stay in favorite 
fishing areas for most of 
the summer but in the 
winter months they tend to 
wander and their travels 
may take them many 
miles. : 

The movements of these Carl 
interesting fur-bearers have been followed in 
several parts of North America, Studies have 
shown that the animals often have a regular 
beat which may be more than a hundred miles 
long and take two to three weeks to complete. 
However, it is not known if our local otters 
share these nomadic habits but they very 
definitely can travel great distances if they are 

~~ fficlined. ae 

I suspect the stream near your home is a 
regular pathway for otters since they prefer to 
stick to waterways when travelling. The 
animal you saw in the driveway was probably 
taking an easier route for a .change. Wild 
creatures regularly use man-made roads or

. trails for ease in travelling but of course they 
normally avoid a busy highway. 

Dear Dr. Carl — This fall we took a 
trip up to Adams River to see the 
spawning Sockeye salmen. The Fisheries 
Department had two fish in a glass case — 
one very large with a hooked nose and the 
other much smaller. We would like to 
know if the larger One was the male or 
female? 

Then the question of the Spring salmon 
spawning habits was raised and we were. 
of the opinion that the Springs go up the 
rivers to spawn but do not die. Is this 
correct? P 

Thanking you for any information you 
could give us. — W. P. K. 

Without doubt the larger 
hooked nose was a male salmon. This over- 
development of the snout is characteristic of 
the Pacific salmtn at spawning time and is 
found in males of all five species native to our 
waters. In some the hook is so pronounced the 
fish can no longer close its meuth properly but 
the fish does not seem to bé hampered by the 
overgrowth. Its function is unknown; perhaps 
it serves only to help distinguish males from 
females. 

The question about the possibility of spring 


fish with’ the 


or chinook salmon living after having spawned . 


has been raised many times. Perhaps the 
“query is sparked by the fact chinook salmon 
vary, considerably in their life span and in 
their size. Unlike other salmon which have @ 
two,, three or four year cycle (depending on 
the species) the chinook has no regular pattern 
—and may not mature until its seventh year. 

Chinooks also vary greatly in sizé; they 
commonly achieve 10-to 15 pounds in weight at 
maturity. but some have been recorded in 
excess of 100 pounds. The larger ones are not 
necessarily the older; ultimate size depends 
upon heredity, abundance of food, water 
temperature and other factors as well as 
length of life. 

However, there is no record of any Pacifie 
salmon. living more than a few days after 
spawning. AH die after propagation, another 
characteristic ot this group of fishes.

It was anticipated that the Supreme Court 
would carry on the Privy Council role_in 
constitutional determination; that in a nation 
with a written constitution the court would 
adjust the reading of the BNA Act to the’ 
changing developments and forces of our 
society and economy. Instead, the trend is to 
fgnore the. Court and. to have the kind of 
federalism in which neither Parliament nor the 
legislatures are: supreme. Rather, it is the 
federal-provincial conference and a relation- 
ship that’s taking on the aspect of secret treaty 
sessions between heads of state. 

Professor Cheffins is not overstating the 
case, in our opinion, when he notes that since 
the election of Jean Lesage in 1960 there has 
been ‘a decline of the Supreme Court of 
Canada as a decision-maker with respect to 
the allocation of federal-provincial legislative

He went on: “The salient point being made, 
however, is that im a country torn with 
political dispute, the Court seems almost 
isolated from the main-spring of decision- 
making.”

BECOMES WAGES

Spring is hunger time in 
Korea. 

The season that . should 
bring joy and new hope to 
Koreans brings only misery to 
thousards. 

In the cities of Seoul and 


Mokpo, tenement dwellers - 


now shivering in the nippy 
Korean wind face a bleak and 


hungry spring. 
A searing drought last 
summer was followed by 


severe floods. 

And for Koreans, who live 
in a predominantly agricul- 
tural country, droughts and 
floods are a catastrophe. 

Seventy per cent of the 
population is engaged in farm- 
ing, yet only a little more 
than a fifth of the country is 
suited to. agriculture. 

Poor soi] and outdated 
farming methods contribute to 
the unhappy situation and 
each year Korea is short of 
its annual grain quota by. 
hundreds of thousands of tons. 


Korea is not expected to feed 

its own population until 1971 
and foreign aid is badly 
needed. 

Last year the Unitarian 
Service Committee, which is 
supported by funds like The 
Times’ Share with Asian 
Children Fund, shipped 400,000 
pounds of barley to Korea. 

Much of it went to the 
hungriest Koreans whose 
hames appear on 
lists. 

But practical Koreans have 
found another use for Cana- 
dian grain: It becomes 
“wages” paid to otherwise 
unemployed laborers in mas- 
sive reconstruction and 
reclamation projects at the 
rate of eight pounds (50 cents 
worth)’ for each working day. 

One USC investment of 
55,000 pounds of Canadian 
barley has accomplished this : 
55,000 sq. feet of land has 
been reclaimed from Mokpo

The Yale Daily News, the 
student newspaper, says Cerf 
told a banquet audience at 
Yale’s Pierson College Wed- 
nesday night that the unedited 
manuscript of William Man- 
chester’s Death of a Presitent 
described an incident involv- 
ing the presidential plane at 
Love Airfield in Texas after 
the assassination. 

The student’ newspaper 
quotes Cerf, chairman of the
